that is being conducted on a large- 
scale, commercial basis.

| alfalfa is brought by special truck 
that automatically pours the chop- 
per forage into feed bins that ex- 
tend along one side of the feeding 
pens. 


Started in April of last year, the 
operation produced 960 pounds of 
beef per acre of alfalfa, with 4,000 
head of cattle run through the lot 
in the first season. Records kept 
by the agricultural extension serv- 
ice, show that cost was 15 cents 
per pound of gain.

required than in dry lots, but cost 
per pound, Mr. Guthrie believes, 
will be less. 


Already, experience has shown 
that cattle conditioned under Mr, 
Guthrie’s feeding plan do much 
better when put into dry lots for 
finishing than cattle brought in 
from either permanent pasture or 
range. 

A feature of Mr. Guthrie’s opera- 
tion is that at least 95 per cent 
of the feed used in his lots comes 
from his own ranch. In addition 
to 320 acres of alfalfa, he is rais- 
ing 700 acres of barley and is now 
planting 160 acres of corn, the 
latter for silage. 


Mr. Guthrie is custom feeding 
in addition to feeding his own cat- 
tle. A recently constructed office 
and scale provides facilities for 
keeping exact records on amounts 
of feed in relation to weight gains 
in all pens on the lot. 

Now nearing completion is a 
82x32 40-foot-high grain storage 
bin that will hold 800 tons. Of 
laminated 2x4 and 2x6 construc- 
tion, the four-section bin has in 
it 40,000 board feet of lumber. 

Equipment installed in connec- 
tion with the bin allows barley to 
be dry-rolled as it is loaded for 
feeding.

California at Davis and the agri- 
cultura] extension service. Forty 
head of steers have been placed in 
each of six pens; base feed is a 
constant supply of green chopped 
alfalfa plus four pounds of ground 
hay; feeding period will be 120 
days. 

In pen No. 1, a half pound of 
barley per 100 pounds of live 
weight per day will be added to 
the base; in pen No. 2, a pound of 
barley will be added; in pen No. 3, 
a half pound of barley plus a half 
pound of beet pulp; in pen No. 4, 
a half pound of barley plus aureo- 
mycin; in pen No, 5, one half 
pound of 41 per cent cottonseed 
meal; in pen No. 6, the check pen, 
only the base ration is féd. 

A pen of 250.steers is being fed

on a free choice basis; a pen of 
200 heifers is being fed two pounds 
of beet pulp and four pounds of 
dry hay per day, in addition to all 
the green chopped forage they 
want. 

A constant check is kept on rate 
of consumption in all feed lots, 
since intake of green chopped al- 
falfa varies considerably in. rela- 
tion to the weather—animals cut- 
ting down on hot days, then in- 
creasing their consumption when 
the weather cools. 

Mr. Guthrie calls his operation 
a “controlled, glorified permanent 
pasture deal.” He believes that 
by use of green chopped forage as 
a base, he can put cheaper gains 
on feed lot cattle, and he predicts 
that in the future, feed lot opera- 
tors will more and more swing to 
chopped forage as a base, rather 
than a supplement. 

When Mr. Guthrie started to use 
green chopped alfalfa, he hauled 
the forage to cattle on his foot- 
hill range. He decided that it 
would be more efficient to have 
the cattle closer to the feed, so 
last year he constructed his feed 
lot corrals. 


Since little or no information 
was available on the methods that 
he proposed to use, he first ex- 
perimented with a pen of 100 
calves. When he found that his 
feeding ideas seemed to work out, 
| he started to enlarge his opera- 
tion into a commercial size. 

And now, in addition to putting 
profitable gains on feed-lot cat- 
tle, he is also, through commer- 
cial experience and through his 
experimental pens, working out 
some of the answers for future use 
by the cattle industry, 

Mr. Guthrie does not advise 
rushing into a small-scale cattle 
feeding deal. On the basis of his 
present experience, he says that 
a minimum number of cattle for 
an operation similar to his would 
be 350 head; he states that con- 
siderable investment in facilities, 
equipment and land is necessary

To provide for this addi- 
tional construction, Southern Pa- 
cific amended its articles of in- 
corporation and increased its ca- 
pitalization. 

During this period in which the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany came into existence and had 
gained recognition as the western 
link in two, new transcontinental 
railroads, the Central Pacific, was 
pushing forward extensions from 
its main line in California north 
into Sacramento valley and south 
into San Joaquin valley. 

Following consolidation of the 
Central Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Companies, the en- 
gineering and construction forces 
worked interchangeably on the 
two lines, under supervision of S. 
S. Montague, chief engineer for 
the Central Pacific, and Col. Geo. 
E. Gray, who had been appointed 
chief engineer for the Southern 
Pacific. 

Construction on the San Joaquin 
Valley line was started December 
31, 1869, at Lathrop, a town locat- 
ed by the railroad’s construction 
company on the main line between 
Sacramento and Oakland. About 
eleven miles was built during the 
first part of 1870 extending to the 
Stanislaus river (this was in the 
name of San Joaquin Valley Rail- 
road). Track laying stopped at 
this point for a few months and 
work was not resumed until Sep- 
tember, after the consolidations in 
August 1870. 

From that point there was little 
delay in the railroad building and 
the line was pushed rapidly down 
the valley with much the same 
energy that characterized the 
memorable construction work of 
the year before when the, great 
drive was in full swing toward 
junction with the Union Pacific 
at Promontory,. Utah. Modesto, 
Merced and Fresno were brought 
into existence in the mext two 
years: and during the summer of 
1872, the /Central Pacific’s line 
had reached the survey of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany at a point which was: given 
the name of Goshen. 

The construction company con- 
tinued on without a stop, the only 
exception being that the work was 
now done under: the name of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany instead’ of the Central Pa- 
cific. Goshen marked the most 
southern point of Central Pacific’s 
railroad building in California, 
146 miles from Lathrop.. 

Nothing but the most optinsistic 
hopes could have prompted the 
Central Pacific men to build a 
railroad into San. Joaquin valley. 
Records show that the great, broad 
plains were then. practically un- 
occupied. Stanford and Hopkins 
rode over the upper section on 
horseback and camped out. For 
miles and miles: they rode without 
seeing any signs of habitation ex- 
cept an occasional sheep herder’s 
cabin. Between Lathrop and Los

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Twig Dieback 
Of New Growth 
Shows In Citrus

Our corn dosen't have 
worms, it has horses. Blight 
doesn't get into the tomatoes 
half as often as the children.

We should have some new 
answers to your problems how-

Now that tomatoes, squash,
